NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—The tour of Will- 
lam Jennings Bryan through New York 
State and Pennsylvania has been one con- 
tinuous ovation.

FREE SILVER IN MEXICO. 


An American of Large Experience 
Says It Works Well. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SEDALIA, Mo., Aug. 27.—A. 8. Higgins, 
a former Sedalian, but who for the past 
ten years has been railroading in Mexico, 
is visiting friends here. He is a conduct- 
or, has worked on nearly all the leading 
railroads in Mexico, and refutes some of 
the stories told about wages in that coun- 
try. a 
“In my ten years’ experience in Mexico, 
he said, ‘“‘my salary was from $250 to $300 a 
| month. An American brakeman in that 
country gets about $90 a month, while a 
| Mexican Conksonvan on the same train will 
a A about $35 a month, and be glad to 
met it. 
| “Speaking of the Mexican dollar,”’ Mr. 
Higgins continued, ‘“‘there is a great deal 
of misinformation on that subject in this 
(country. The Mexican dollar in Mexico will 
buy nearly as much as a dollar will buy in 
the United States, except, of course, articles 
imported from the United States. 

“For instance, I can buy a suit of tailor- 
made clothes for $40, about what I would 
have to pay in Sedalia, I doubt not. An 
American made hat would cost §8 or $9, but 
one equally as good, only made in exico, 
would cost $4 or $5, all, of course, in Mex!i- 
can money. 

“The working people in Mexico, not count- 
ing the peon classes, are better off, as a gen- 
‘eral thing, than their American brothers, 
and there is plenty of work of all kinds go- 
ing on. Mexicoisimproving. Railroads and 
factories are being built, and there is steady 
work for those who want it.”’ 

Mr. Higgins, after his ten years’ resi- 
dence in Mexico, and an almost daily expe- 
rience with the working of the financial 
| system of that country, returns to the Unit- 
,ed States a strong advocate of the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver, and an en- 
thusiastic supporter of Bryan and Sewall.

It Falls in Ruins Before th 
Fire of the Great Guns. 


Said Khalid, the Usurper, Seeks 
German Protection. | 


It Now Transpires That the Late 
Sultan Was Poisoned. 


England May Annex the Island and Crush 
the Slave Trade. 


ZANZIBAR, Aug. 27.~The palace of the 
Sultan of Zanzibar was bombarded this 
morning, and at noon was a mass of bilas- 
ing ruins. The _ysurping chieftain, Said 
Khalid, and the commander of his forces, 
Said Sales, succeeded in escaping to the Gere 
man Consulate, where they have sought 
refuge and remain under the protection of 
the German flag. 

As already cabled, Rear Admiral Henry 
Rawson, C. B., in command of the British 
‘Cape of Good Hope and West Coast of Af- 
rica Station, and the British Consul Gen- 


palace and proclaimed himself Sultan on 
the death, apparently by poison, of Sultan 
Hamed Bin Thwain Bin Said, had been 
strongly reinforced and positively refused 
to surrender. 

Said.Khalid had with him at that time 
about 2,500 well armed and well disciplined 


men, including 900 Askaris, who have been 
trained under British officers, plenty of 
ammunition and a number of field guns and 
other pieces of artillery, which were trained 
on the British warships. The latter, with 
reinforcements which arrived yesterday, 
were: The flagship St. George, the third- 
class cruiser Philomen, the third-class 
cruiser Racoon, the first-class gunboats 
Sparrow ard Thrush. 

Later in the day cabled instructions were 
received from London, and another con- 
ference was held between the Admiral and 
Consul-General, and eventually an ulti- 
matum was sent to Said Khalid, ordering 
him to haul down his flag and surrender 
with his forces not later than 9 o'clock this 
morning. At the same time the British 
residents of Zanzibar were notified to be on 
board Admiral Rawson's ships by § o'clock, 


During the past night there were @ num- 
ber of disturbances among the natives in 
the outskirts of the town, but they were 
promptly suppressed by the 350 British 
marines and sailors who had been landed 
to protect property and guard the consulate 
of Great Britain. 

It is understood, however, that Said 
Khalid received further re'nforcements 
from the slave dealers who flocked to his 


support, as the formal hoisting of the Brit- 
ish flag over Zanzibar would mean the 
liberation of about 250,000 
death-biow to slavery in this part of Hast 
Africa.

AN ELOQUENT APPEAL FOR THE 
FREE SILVER CAUSE. 


IMPORTANCE OF CONGRESS. 


The President Alone Is Powerless and 
the Péople Asked to See to 
Their Representatives. 


PRIE, Pa., Aug. 27.—Notwithstanding the 
three long addresses and a dozen 
short speeches which he made yesterday, 
Presidential Candidate Bryan plunged inte 
the battle again and this morning spoke

Heath had been 
making preliminary speeches, and received 
an ovation from the crowd, in which work- 
ingmen seemed to be in a majority. - 
this speech he touched upon the questidn 
of patronage, declaring that none had yet 
approached him with requests for offices in 
case of his election, and that he had made 
ho promises. 

He also dwelt upon the necessity of elect- 
ing a friendly Congress as well as a Presi- 
dent, to insure the victory of free silver, 
and closed with an exhortation to the dis- 
trict to elect Hon. Joseph C. Sibley to Con- 
gress for a second term.

A WARRANT APPLIED FOR. 


Ee Sued for Divorce From His First 
Wife After an Alleged Marriage 
With a Missouri Girl. 


M. W. Schaefer of Belleville, IIL, State’s 
Attorney of St. Clair County, applied at 
the warrant office Thursday morning for a 
warrant against Charles Barbeau.

apparently died out and he neglected his 
small family. 

He offered his wife $500 If she would con- 
sent to apply for a divorce. ‘Barbeau 
scornfully rejected the offer. 

Along in the Jatter part of 1898 Barbeau 
suddenly disappeared. Nothing was heard 
of him for some ‘time, and en it was 
learned that he had gone to ie gs Pulaski 
County, Mo., where he had won the love of 
the aughter of a  prominet 
wealthy awyer.

MR. MEPHAM WAS INDIGNANT. 


He, Thought He Had Killed the Bill, 
but His Colleagues Had An- 
other Thought. 


When the House of Delegates met in 
adjourned session at 10:30 a. m., Jim Cro- 
nin, the swaggering, statesman from the 
First Ward, showed up with a clean shave 
and a subdued voice. He had little to say 
and kept to his seat. 

Some smooth lobbyist got in his work dur- 
ing the night in behalf of Ed Butlers san- 
itary works. 

At Wednesday's session it was shown by 
Mr. Mepham that the passage of the com- 
mercial garbage bill was useless; that the 
Federal authortties had never prohibited 
the dumping of such garbage in the river, 
and to aieat all doubts. on the —_—ro had 
issued a permit after being reminded by 
Harbor Commissioner Stone of the law of 
Congress, which had been in existence sev- 
eral years, but never applied to St. Louls. 
The bill was defeated by a vote of 12 to 1}. 

Thursday Mr. Buechner moved to recon- 
sider the bill. Mr. Mepham had been in the 
chamber for some time before the House 
met and went out to get further information 
a@s to the bill. 

While Mepham was absent the House met, 
and as soon as the roll was called Buech- 
ner was on his feet demanding a reconsider- 
ation of the bill, and it was ordered to en- 
grossment by a vote of 17 to 6. 

Mepham came in a few minutes later, and 
when told that the bill had been reconsid- 
ered he was indignant. 

“Tl wish to say, Mr. Speaker,’ he said, 

“that the action of the House was an out- 
Tage on me. Every man in this House 
knew that I was opposed to this bill; that I 
had led the fight against it yesterday, and 
the gentleman who took advantage of me 
knew that I was out in search of additional 
information to meet anything he might offer 
in behalf of this useless piece of legisla- 
tion. 
“Tl have just come from the Health Of- 
fice. I was told there that since the permit 
from the Government, it is opposed to 
this bill, because it involves an unneces- 
eary expense to the city. I also have here 
fom the Comptroller all the correspondence 
between the Harbor Commissioner and War 
Office. I will send them to the clerk to 
read, and every man can see that the agi- 
tation of this question was a piece of im- 
pertinence on the part of the Commission- 
er. The Government has never said one 
word against the dumping of garbage in 
the river. It would be interesting to know 
just why this correspondence was ever 
started. There was certainly some object 
in it. 

‘The introduction of this bill, which pro- 
vides a fat contract for Ed Butler or some 
one else, shows what was the propelling 
force. I don't accuse anybody, but the de- 
velopments tell the story.’’ 

Mr. Buechner sent to theclerk’s desk and 
had read a letter from Commissioner Stone, 
stating that the Government permit wes 
revocable at willl and really amounted to 
no permit. 

Mr. Buechner, despite the voluntary ac- 
tion of the Government, stood in awe of 
the following section from the ordinance 
on which Ed Butler’s’ garbage contract 
was originally based: 

“Sec, 2. No person, firm or corporation 
ehall throw, cast or deposit any garbage 
or offal of any kind whatever into or on any 
utter, street, alley, public place, vacant 
ot or water course, within the limits of the 
city, or into the River des Peres or the Mis- 
eissipp! River inside the boundaries of the 
city. Any person violating the provisions 
of this section shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined not less than $10 nor more 
than $100; and each violation thereof shall 
constitute a separate offense, punishable as 
provided herein.” 

Mepham replied that the utter uselessness 
of the bill was shown by the fact that the 
Government permitted every town up the 
river to dump its garbage in the stream. 

Mr. Sullivan was very much afraid that 
the War Office would revoke its permit. 

Mr. Lioyd thought that the citizens 
wanted the bill to pass because when a man 
was hired to haul garbage he did it much 
better than the fellow who hauled his own 
garbage. There was no doubt about it that 
the garbage contract had not been rigidly 
enforced, but that was the blame of the 
proper authorities and not of the House. 

The bill passed by a vote of 17 to 10.

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VOYAGE OF THE FRAM. 


The Men on the Arctic Cruiser Had an 
Easy Time. 


LONDON, Aug. 27.—A dispatch tod the 
Chronicle from Tromsoe, signed by Dr, 


Nansen, gives Capt. Svardrup’s account of 
the voyage of the Fram after Dr Nansen 
left that boat. The Dispatch says: 

“The icé pressure was never as severe as 
upon several occasions before Nansen left 
us, vine a? June, 1896. We were regularly 
exposed, however, to. violent pressures, 
caused by the changing spring tide. The 
Fram was once or twice lifted from six to 
nine feet. Her bottom became visible, as it 
rested on the ice. So littie effect did this 
have on the Fram’s timbers that the men 
continued their slumberings undistybed, 
An easier Arctic exploration one could 
hardly imagine. The principal work was to 
take regular observations, sle and eat. 
The health of the men was perfect during 
the entire expedition. There was not a 
sign of scurvy ) merge among any of the 
men. When all orts to advance the boat 
through the ice by the force of steam or a 

rocess of warping failed, it was found 
‘that the pun cottor mines peeves the best 
means of shattering the ice. As a rule, 
very high ice floes cree so extensive 
that their termination could not be de- 
scribed even by the telescopes. Often it 
looked like a hopeless task breaking our’ 
way out of the ice, foot by f but with 
the liberal use of explosives owing to 
the gm eeed construction of our boat, we 
finally succeeded.”

COL ROEMER OF 
THE CUBAN’ ARMY. 


THRILLING EXPERIENCES WHILE 
FIGHTING THE DONS. 


THE PATRIOTS NEED ARMS. 


If They Are Supplied, the Former St. 
Louis Zouave Says, Freedom 
Is Assured. 


Lieut.-Col. T. Rosser Roemer of the 
Cuban army, whose return to the city on 
a furlough and whose thrilling experiemce 
in dodging the Spanish navy and getting 
away from the island were recounted in 
Wednesday’s Post-Dispatch, will remain 
here recuperating until he is recalled to the 
scene of conflict. 

With Lieut. Roemer is Frank E. Hilligass, 
who is also a St. Louis volunteer in the 
cause of Cuban liberty. He has been Col. 
Roemer’s companion throughout, and will 
go back to the field with him when the 
summons comes from the Junta. 

Capt. Roemer ig Lieutenant-Colonel of In- 
fantry of 4th Army Corps of Los Vegas, and 
Mr. Hilligass holds a commission as Lieu- 
tenant of a company in Col. Roémer’s regi- 
ment. Nine months of devotion to the 
cause of “Cuba Libre’ have played havoc 
— the health of these courageous young 

When Col. Roemer left he weighed 215 
pounds, and was a picture of magnificent 
manhood. Now he is emaciated and worn 
and ters | weighs 150 pounds. He and 
his companion are oe in need of rest 
and recuperation in a climate more con- 
genial than that of Cuba.

vations to kill many men with less strength, 

determination and nerve. They went 

through it all, and are ready to back 

again to the dangers and hardships of Cuban 
army life. 


Capt. Roemer was surrounded by friends 
when a Post-Dispatch reporter questioned 
— about his adventures and plans for the 

uture. 

The former commander of the Busch 
Zuaves laughed anc referred to his changed 
appearance. 

His great loss of flesh he attributed to 
Cuban malaria, superinduced by drinking 
stagnant water filled with poisonous anij- 
maiculae. 

Referring to his escape to the United 
States to procure arms, he said: “I was 
sent here by order of Gen. Gomez to get 
whatever arms I could to the island by - 
cember, when hostilities are to be pushed 
more vigorously than ever. I was given let- 
ters to Delegato Palma in New York and 
started on my way. We left Remedios in 
Puerto Principe, in Central Cuba, on horse- 
back, for Sagua, a point 400 miles distant. 
Col. Medabal was our escort. He is the 
Phil Sh@ai of the Cuban army, and that 
he is fe@® the Spanish authorities may 
be inferrea® . >the fact that they have set 
a price of $50,0.47n his head. Coil. Medabal 
had a detachment of Cuban cavalry with 
him. We found the roads so closely guard- 
ed that we were compelled to turn back to 
Majasa, the headquarters of the Cuban Civil 
Government. Then we were provided with 
letters permitting us to travel with some 
other Americans to the Central States un- 
der escort of Col. Pana. On our way Col. 
Pana, who is one of the most daring men I 
ever met, attacked the City of Coscorro, 
protected by three Spanish companies, and 
captured and burned the town. We made 
the attack at night and only three of our 
men were wounded. 

‘The morning after the assault Col. Pana 
hanged a spy to a tree for furnishing in- 
formation to the Spanish ‘troops. 

‘We were next turned over to Col. Bigger, 
who delive us in safety on the main 
coast, Then our troubles began in earnest. 
The north coast was patrolled by gunboats 
and small steam launches well supplied 
with Hotchkiss guns and we had to go in 
hiding. We dodged about for four days in 
the swell off the coast. We had a sixteen- 
foot cat-rigged sail-boat in a rickety condi- 
tion to make our way to Nassau and our 
provisions consisted of cocoanuts, bananas 
and germ-laden water scooped from the 
coral rocks. 

“We finally escaped the vigilance of the 
Spanish patrol and made sail from Key 
Romano. There were seven in our party, 
one of our number being George eno, 
Herald. 
Our boat leaked so that we had to have one 
man bailing constantly. Pilot Aurelio, one 
of Gomez’ best sailors, had charge of the 
boat, and we had the utmost confidence in 
his ability to land us safely. 

“At Cago Lobos we struck a terrific hurri- 
cane and the waves ran high as mountains, 
but Aurelio knew his business and kept our 
boat afloat. P 

“After the storm the boat was in worse 
shape than ever and as we were safely be- 
yond the Spanish gunboats we raised a

“T believe,” he said, “that the Cubans are 
bound to win. The Spanish army in the 
field has retreated to Puerto Principe, and 
the chief officer has sent word to Gen. Wey- 
ler in Havana that he will not engage 
Gen. Gomez without reinforcements to the 
extent of 56,000 troops. Outside the cities 
Gomez has absolute control of Cuba, At the 
beginning of the dry season he will march 
in the direction of Havana. 
time Gen. Maceo will crogs the trocha and 
the two armies will eltfier drive the Span- 


ish troops into the sea or cripple them so | 


badly they will not be able to prosecute the 


war. 
“The Spaniards have an army of 100,000, to 
be reinforced by 40,000: already embarked 
from Spain. The Cuban army has some 60,- 
000. The Cubans have a splendid system of 
conducting the war, which enables them 
with a much smaller force to. successfully 
cope with Gen. Weyler’s men. The farmers 
are in sympathy and give the army consid- 
erable aid in keeping the officers posted on 
the movements of the Spanish troops.”’ 
Concerning his own experiences, Col. 
Roemer said he had been assigned just such 
duty as he most w'shed for in the service. 
“Since last December,” he said, ‘‘I have 
been in the fleld constantly.

The next time Mr. Jim Cronin, the blat- 
ant barkeeper who represents the First 
Ward in the House of Delegates, gets gay

Members of the lower body in the Muni- 
cipal Assembly are not over-squeamish 
about matters of propriety, but they do 
object to the introduction of Mr. Cronin’s 
bar-room manners into the proceedings of 
the House.

He has been given to understand that he 
narrowly escaped being impeached for his 
hoodlum tactics Tuesday night, and he has 
promised to be good in the future. 

The aay after Cronin made an unholy 
show of himself by defying the officers of 
the House and shying .a copy of the city 
ordinances at the presiding officer, a num- 
ber of the members get together and dis- 
cussed the matter, : 

There were men in the number who had 
been grossly insulted by Cronin the night 
before. Delegate Bersch still had a pain in 
his back where a heavy  leather-bound 
book thrown by Cronin at five paces had 
struck.

Mrs. Abrams was not 
given a hearing, and after her dismissal 
she was instructed to get out as soon as pos- 
sible,

rest from her arduous duties among the 
children during the last eleven mont 

The cause for the summary punishment 
thus meted out to the matron by the | 
of the board is that she came to the Post- 
Dispatch in dire distress about her Mttle 
charges. She told a story of approaching 
poverty and of neglect on the part of those 
whose duty it was to provide for children 
for whom they had become responsible.

A Woman With a Gun Adds to the 
Woes of the Belleville Sal- 
vationists. 


Private Clara Meyer of the Salvation Army 
is free to’'go as she pleases about the town 
of Belleville. She is no longer in danger 
of being locked up by Chief of Police Obst. 
The Chief was in doubt Wednesday and, 
according to his custom, when he doesn’t 
know what else to do, he did his duty by 
arresting the young woman for not paying 
her fin» of $3 and the accompanying costs of 
$26.55 for alleged disturbance of the peace 
by beating the bass drum. 

She had been attending the meetings of 
the army daily for a month or more since 


the fine was imposed, but no attempt was 
made to arreat her. Some time ago she 
hunted up the Chief and asked him when she 
Was to be incarcerated. 


He told her he was onto to his business | 


and onto her game and that he would not ar- 
rest her becauss that was what she wanted. 

Wednesday she was about town on some 
errands from home when she met the 
Chief and he placed her under arrest. That 
was shortly before noon, She asked to be 
allowed to go home and the Chief very gal- 
lantly escorted her home and thence to the 
jail, where he locked her up with four other 
female prisoners, one of whom was colored. 

She rema.ned in jail until after dark, 
when her father, who is @ prosperous car- 
penter in Belleville and has worked in the 
same shop for twenty years, went to the 
Court-house and paid her fine, 

Immedately upon her release she hast- 
ened to the Salvation Army headquarters, 
two squares away, to tell her exnerierce 
It was there she first discovered what 
bothered her more than besug as to.cu 

Her Salvation bonnet was full of bed 
bugs. They were so thick there that she 
was unable to use the bonnet that evening 
and had to go bareheaded. 

The Salvationists insist that the bedbugs 
came from the jail, while the police assert 
that there are no pechuge in the jail, but 
that there are millions them in the Sal- 
vation Army barracks, where most of the 
soldiers live. 

Miss Meyer does not live there and keeps 
all her Salvation clothes at home. Her home 
is as neat as a.pin and her mother is willing 
to stake her reputation as a housewife that 
there is not a bedbug in her house unless it 
~ a late arrival, who stepped in under the 

onnet. 


The girl who: was arrested and locked up 
does not look like a suffering martyr. She 
is a little creature with a pretty face, bright 
eyes and g vivacious manner. 

She was dressed in her Salvation Army
